LAMENTATIONS 3:22-23 

"It is of the Lord's mercies that 
we are not consumed, because 
His compassions fail not. They 
are new every morning: great is 
thy faithfulness." 

Anyone who studies the Word 
of God is impressed with the fact 
that there are many attributes of 
God. These attributes of deity are 
essential, for without them God 
would cease to be God. 

When we talk of divine attrib- 
utes, we are referring to a quality or 
characteristic that belongs to God. 

There are many attributes of 
God - grace, love, mercy, holiness, 
omnipotence, righteousness, justice 

- but among the many personal 
perfections and excellencies of God 
is the attribute of faithfulness. 

In a society that abounds with 
unfaithfulness, it is refreshing to 
-meditate upon Him who is faithful 
at all times, under all circumstances 
and in all conditions. 

The word “faithful” means relia- 
ble, dependable, trustworthy, firm 
in adherence to promises. It is a 
quality-attribute without which 
God could not be God. We humans 
do not possess this quality. But 
even though "we believe not, yet 
He abideth faithful: He cannot deny 
Himself" (II Tim, 2:13). The words 
"believe not" should be rendered 
“unfaithful.” 

We believe on Him to the saving 
of our souls, but since that time of 
salvation we have at times proved 
to be unbelieving believers. But no 
matter how untrue we have been, 
"He abideth faithful." He cannot 
deny His own nature to be faithful. 

There are many areas where 
God is faithful. Throughout the 
Word of God we read of His faith- 
fulness. But there can be no ques- 
tion that God is faithful to believ- 
ers; just look up all the passages 
that show His promise of faithful- 
ness. 

God is faithful in his callng us 
(1 Cor, 1:9). 

What is the call of God? Essen- 
tially it is God's invitation to par- 
take of the sum total of the bless- 
ings that come to the believer 
through the redeeming work of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

Our salvation began with a di- 
vine call, No sinner becomes a 
saint on his own initiative (John 

15:16). We did not make the first 
choice (Eph. 1:4). Inasmuch as God 
iniitated the calling and the choos- 
ing, the responsibility of keeping 
whom He called rests upon Him. 

God is faithful in confirming 
us (1 Cor. 1:6,8). 

The God who called us is He 
who will confirm us. The confirma- 
tion is a legal guarantee, the guar- 
antee that all who are in Christ Je- 
sus will be blameless when Christ 
returns. Our guarantee is grounded 
on God's faithfulness (Col. 3:4). 
Notice that Christ not merely 
brings and gives life, but He is life. 
(Col. 3:3). Both the Father and the 
Son are pledged to keep us. 

God is faithful in continuing 
His work. (Phil. 1:6). 

Paul's confidence had a good 
foundation - the work of grace that 


God Himself had begun. 

The God who initiated and inay- 
gurated this good work of salvation 
will surely put His own finishing 
touches to it, He will never neglect 
the work He has begun (1 Thes. 
§:24). 

Our glorification is the final step 
that began with God's calling. Our 
calling and glorification - and any- 
thing in between - are indissolubly 
tied together (Rom. 8:30). The 
same number of people He called 
are the ones He justified, and that 
same number are the ones He also 
glorified. 

When you need someone faith- 
ful, turn to the one who is always 
faithful.

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Dale County plans to be used 
Architect hired to design new county jail 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
Sept.25, at the courthouse in Elba 
and voted to employ an Enterprise 
firm to design plans for a new 
county jail to be constructed in 
Néw Brockton. 

Commission chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton told the commission he had 
viewed plans of the county jail re- 
cently constructed in Dale County 
and felt certain that the plans would 
also be acceptable for Coffee 
County. 

The jail, which carried a price 
tag of $3 million, includes cells for 
up to 125 inmates and is circular in 
design. 

"The Dale County jail is suffi- 
cient for the needs of Coffee 
County," stated Eagerton, "and by 


using the existing plans the county 
can save up to $78,000 in architec-’ 
tural fees charged to completely de- 


‘sign such a facility. We can use the 


exact same plans, make minor revi- 
sions, and still be ready to advertise 
for bids in only six weeks." 

Eagerton also told the commis- 
sion that when the county's attorney 
signed a consent decree with the 
courts, it obligated the county to 
construct a new jail within a time 
schedule, and that by using the ex- 
isting plans, the county would be 
able to satisfy the courts and save 
money at the same time. 

"I believe that the commission 
took legal action when it voted to 
employ an architectural firm and 
I'm afraid that we'll leave ourselves 
open to a lawsuit if we go out now

and employ another firm to design 
a jail,” stated Comm. Sid Averett. 
"Tl would also like to see the com- 
mission contact a bonding company 
and sce if it will be possible to find 
someone willing to loan Coffee 
County $3 million based on a sales 
tax that could be challenged in 
court. If a suit is filed, the tax mon- 
ey could be held until the end of the 
trial and if that is the case the 
county won't have money to pay off 
he bonds, We could end up adding 
on to the existing jail in Elba!" 

Com. Eagerton again stated "I 
think we are obligated to building a 
new jail within five or six months, 
no matter of the tax money is tied 
up or not. The tax is not a factor to 
the courts.” 

After hearing from each com- 


Elba adopts $1.5 million budget 


A budget of one and a half mil- 
lion dollars was approved Monday 
night by the Elba City Council for 
the coming year. 

Thé new budget includes a five 
percent across-the-board pay in- 
erease for all city employees, in- 
cluding firemen who are paid on a 
per-fire basis. 

The budget includes $326,200 
for the police department; $248,000 
for the street department and 
$165,800 for debt reurement. 

Capital expenditures of $37,000 
are scheduled for the coming year. 
This includes purchase of a new po- 
lice car and a tractor and bush hog. 
Also in this figure is a $10,000 rec- 
reation grant being used in the old 
city pool area. 

The income is largely funded by 
$450,000 in sales tax; $165,000 in 
obi: fees; $80,000 from sewer 

ees; $90,000 from privilege li- 


cense; the Southeast Ala. Gas Dis- 
trict is expected to transfer $70,000 
to the city and transfers from the 
Elba Water and Electric Board are 
estimated at $320,000 for the com- 
ing year. 

Elba still gets $13,000 from 
TVA profits and almost $50,000 
from rent of the Army Reserve 
Center. 

The council heard David Ven- 
tiere and Elaine Roberts present a 
request that the city endorse the 
Coffee County United Way. They 
were told it would cost the city no 
funds but would help a number of 
local non-profit organizations. 

The budget locally is $150,000, 
Ventiere told the council members. 

The council accepted the appli- 
cation and promised an answer in 
two weeks. 

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey 
reported to the council that the po- 


lice had received 130 complaints 
during the past two weeks. They 
have written 25 traffic tickets, in- 
cluding two DUI. There were six 
criminal arrests and 15 dogs were 
picked up by the animal control of- 
‘ficer. 

Councilman Eddie Vaughan re- 
minded council members of the up- 
coming Elba clean-up day set for 
October 7. He noted trash bags, 
would be provided by the city on 
Saturday morning at city hall. 

Mayor Fred Moore told council 
members that the ISO inspector 
would be in Elba this week rating 
the fire department and water sup- 
ply for a possible lowered fire insu- 
rance rating. 

Ken English presented the coun- 
cil with copies of a proposal for 
leasing the old Gunter-Dunn build- 
ing.

missioner, the commission voted 5- 
2 (Averett and Faulk voting no) to 
rescind a motion to employ a Mont- 
gomery architectural firm and to 
employ an Enterprise firm, using 
existing plans with which to con- 
struct the jail. 

Monday's meeting began at 9:00 
a.m. with all commissioners present 
and after accepting bids on fuel 
heard Charlie Harper, an area con- 
servationist for the Soil, Conserva- 
tion Service, tell of a possible wa- 
tershed project that would include 
over 2 million acres and include 
practically all of Coffee County. 

Harper told the commission that 
the Choctawhatchee-Pea River ba- 
sin covered over 2 million acres in 
south Alabama and northwest Flori- 
da and that an effort had been start- 
ed to form a conservancy to allow 
development of the entire area, 

,which includes parts of 10 Ala- 
bama counties. 

A federal study would be the 
first step in the project to determine 
the potential of the land and then 
individual projects would be de- 
fined within the area. 

Harper also told the commission 
of a project on Double Bridges 
Creek, between New Brockton and 
geneva, that would help alleviate 
the problem of gullies in the area 
and assist poultry farmers with 
waste removal. 

Approximately 23 million broil- 
ers are grown in the area annually 
and if approved, between $3-4 mil- 
lion would be available for local 
landowners. : 

The commission passed a reso- 
lution endorsing the project. 

A problem with repairing dirt

Voters approve Elba sales tax extension 


The voter turnout was light at 
last week's election to determine 
the future of a five-mill school tax 
in Elba; however, those who did go 
to the polls voted just like school 
officials had hoped as they voted 
248-24 to renew the tax for another 
25 years. 

The original school tax was 
adopted in 1962 and last week's 
vote will keep the tax in existence 
until the year 2014. 

The Elba City School System 
collects a total of 11 mills and the 
five-mill tax generates approxi- 
mately $50,000 annually. 

Supt. Lamar Foley stated the 
five-mill tax helped supplement 
teachers’ salaries, as well as the 
high cost of maintenance and trans- 
portation. 

A school system must have a 
minimum of 10 mills of local taxa- 
tion to receive the state's minimum 
program money and the vote to re- 
new the tax guarantees the city sys- 
tem will continue to receive the 
state funds. 


New Brockton to increase sales tax

The council voted unanimously 
at its Sept.18 meeting to implement 
the tax, which will bring total sales 
tax collections in the city to eight- 

rcent. 

"T yoted for the tax and feel the

tax is badly needed in our city,” 
stated Councilman Cole. “I can 
look around our city and see sever- 
al areas that need improvements, 
such as streets, police and fire de- 

ents, rescue squad and recrea- 
tion, I realize that $13,500 isn't a 
lot of money when you look at 
what Enterprise gets each year 
from its sales tax, but it will help 
tremendously.” 

Cole stated he talked with many 
residents of the city during the days 
prior to the meeting and found no 
opposition to the tax increase. 

"Any tax results in some nega- 
tive reactions," said Cole, “but in 
this case I heard no opposition what 
so ever. Some people did ask me if 
the city really needed the tax and 
when I explained what the tax mon- 
ey would be used for, and the finan- 
cial shape the town was now in, 
they all agreed that it would be for 
the best of the community." 

"Every little bit helps," added 
Cole, "and the additional money 
will enable the city to maintain 
what it's got and hopefully improve 
some areas." 

Of the city's eight cent sales, 
two and one-half cents will remain 
in the city, one and one-half cents 
will go to the county and the re- 
maining four cents will go the state. 


The City of New Brockton will 
begin collecting an additional one- 
half cent sales tax on November 1 
and although the tax will generate 
only $13,500 annually, the addi- 
tional revenue is "badly needed," 
according to city councilman

Tax collections to begin October 1 
in Coffee County & across state 


Marion B. Brunson, Judge of 
Probate, announced this week that 
on Oct. 1, 1989, county tax collect- 
ing officials throughout the state 
will begin collecting county and 
municipal sales and use taxes on all 
vehicle purchases. 

Act 89-691, enacted during the 
1989 Regular Session of the Ala- 
bama Legislature, provides for the 
collection of taxes both on vehicles 
sold by licensed dealers and on cas- 
ual sales between individuals. The 
new state law, which was enacted 
to assure that proper county and 
municipal taxes are collected on ve- 
hicle sales, will provide additional 
revenues for local governments and 
schools. 

Sales taxes on casual sales (sales 
between individuals) will be col- 
lected when the purchaser applies 
for a license tag. Rates will be 
based on the tax rates currently in 
effect for vehicles in the county and 
municipality in which the purchaser 
resides. State sales taxes on vehicle 
purchases have been collected in 
this manner for a number of years. 


The new law requires licensed 
dealers to furnish all purchasers of 
new or used vehicles with an in- 
voice or bill of sale which shows 
the amount of state, county and mu- 
nicipal sales taxes collected by the 
dealer at the time of purchase. 

All purchasers of vehicles will 
be required to show their invoice or 
bill of sale when applying to the 
county tax collecting official for a 
vehicle license tag. If the licensed 
dealer has collected the proper 
county and municipal taxes, ac- 
cording to the information on the 
inyows; no additional taxes will be 

ue. 

However, if municipal and 
county taxes were not collected at 


the time of purchase, the buyer will . 


be required to pay the use tax appli- 
cable to vehicle sales which is in 
effect for the municipality and 
county in which the purchaser re- 
sides. 

All taxes collected by county tax 
collecting officials will be remitted 
directly to the appropriate county 
or municipal government. 

It seems this 
person was trying to call the police department on the emergency 911 
number and couldn't get an answer.We tried and got the same results on 
that number and several others that ring in that office. After checking, we 
found it was as we expected and the electricity was off on the square and 
the telephones in the police department don't ring with that magic elixir. 
We later discussed this with Police Chief Freddie Hanchey and Mayor 
Frei Moore. They agreed it was a problem with this particular telephone 
system and promised to get with the telephone company Monday morning 
and seek a solution. They acknowledged the police and rescue telephones 
should ring all the time, and surely during times of bad weather and at 
other times when problems can cut the flow of electricity. Moore said on 
Monday the telephone folks are working on a solution and he would be 
sure to give the final solution plenty of publicity. 


C. C. "Bo" Torbert has dropped out of the race for governor, citing the 
problem of raising huge sums of money.

rockton and Zion Chapel chalked up wins. We got a little worried at the 

ba game when the lightning started getting closer and those ol’ mean 
streaks were running down to the ground, but it stayed to the north of us. 
We told one of the officials we were leaving it with him if that stuff got 
any closer and he allowed as how he would be right ahead of us getting 
away from those lightning attractors normally called light poles! 


We don't like the idea of the county jail leaving Elba for New Brockton or 
pnywhere else. We are just selfish and admit it. However we are a bit 
ashamed, yes ashamed at the antics of some Coffee County citizens who

)What they are really protesting is the jail not being located in Enterprise!

they could remember that the public elected the commissioners and they 
themselves are self-appointed.

Genesis, Chapter 2, Verse 24 
tells us, "Therefore, a man shall 
leave his father and mother and be 
joined to his wife, and they shall 
become one flesh," 

The first institution that God 
ever established was the home. 
This great institution is still the 
foundation for a strong church, a 
strong nation and society. 

It is sad to say that one out of 
every two marriages are ending in 
divorce. There are not many who 
will read this article who have not 
been touched in some way by the 
breakup of a home. 

I know there are no perfect mar- 
riages, but for too many, marriage 


_ is a trial and error type of relation- 


ship. They will try it for a while 
and if it doesn't work out they will 
just go to a lawyer and get a di- 
vorce. 

There are not enough who are 
willing to work hard at making 
their marriage a success, Not 
enough time is placed in the mar- 
riage to sit down and talk to find 
out what the needs of the other per- 
son are. 

I believe marriage is a triangle 
made of three ingredients, cach one 
of which represents one side of the 
triangle. 

The first side of the triangle is 
Commitment. 

What should the man and wom- 
an be committed to? 

First, to one another, 

In talking with couples in homes 
with marital trouble, one of the per- 
sons will sometimes say, "I don't 
feel that I love him or her any 
more.” 

What have feelings got to do 


with it? You go to work when you * 


don't feel like it. You take a bath 
when you don't fecl like it. You eat 
when you don't like it. 

Your marriage is based on com- 
mitment, not feelings. When you 
chose that person, you chose to 
make a commitment to that person 
for the rest of your life. 

Secondly, you need: to be com- 
mitted to the vows you made at 
marriage. 

You probably made a_ public 


commitment to love that person if 


they were sick or well, rich or 
broke, till one of you died. Every 
husband and wife should get a copy 
of their wedding vows, or one like 
therm, and read them and repeat 
them at Ieast once a year, 

Commitment means you will 
take constructive action to make it 
work, 

The second side of the triangle 
is Unselfishness. 

Nothing stands in the way of 
marital happiness more prominent- 
ly than selfishness. 

If you marry in order to find 
self-satisfaction, you will never be 
able to be fully satisfied. If you 
marry to satisfy your partner, you 
will never be able to do enough to 
satisfy that partner. 

Self demands that a_ spouse 
gives. Whenever there is trouble in 
marriage, examine your heart to see 
if you are not demanding your own 
way. 

The best marriages are those of 
two people who unselfishly give 
themselves - not 50 percent or 75 


percent - in their homes; it is those 
unselfishly committed to giving of 
themselves 100 percent all the time. 
The third side of the triangle is 
Maturity. 
Too many who are entering into 


marriage today are not mature 
enough to take on the responsibili- 
ty. Far too many want to jump into 
marriage without counting the cost 
of the decision they are making. 
The sad result is usually divorce. 

Those who marry immaturcly 
are likely to break up because of 
immaturity. 

The first thing needed, if you 
have married immaturely, is to 
grow up, for maturity is the safe- 
guarding of marriage. Only a child 
wants to have his own way at all 
times. 

A mature spouse wants to please 
the marriage partner. An immature 
person wants to have his or her way 
instead of pleasing one's spouse. 
An immature person enjoys trivial 
things instead of engaging in things 
that matter, 

Watch immaturity in marriage 
by giving more attention to the 
avoidance of trivial things that do 
not really count for marriage happi- 
ness. 

The best homes are those built 
on a faith and commitment to the 
Lord Jesus Christ. It doesn't solve 
all the problems, but it is great to 
know as a home you can take your 
cares to the One who founded the 
home and He will give you the help 
that you need,
